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IMONEY SPENT BY CONGRESS 


FOOTS UP $1,554,108,514 


ASHINGTON, March 4.—The ap- 

propriations made during the ses- 

sion of congress which closed to- 
day aggregated $753,584,018, as against 
$800,624,496 for the last session. The total 
for the entire congress thus footed up 
$1,554,108,514, or something more than a 
hundred millions in excess of the total 
appropriations for the fifty-sixth con- 
gress, the total for that congress being 
$1,440,489, 438. 

These figures were embodied in a state- 
ment presented to the senate today by 
Mr. Allison, chairman of the committee 
On appropriations. The statement

Senator Jones has from the be- 
ginning been recognized as an authority 
on finanee, and his vast store of infor- 
mation has ever been at the command 
of his colleagues. 

Senator Vest belongs to the next gen- 
eration of senators. He entered the body 
in 1877 and has served for twenty-four 
years, winning a reputation for brillian- 
cy of speech, classic learning and sharp 
repartee seldom excelled in the senate. 
He has been in poor health for several 
years past, but notwithstanding he has 
been almost blind and has needed con- 
stunt assistance in going into and out 
of the senate chamber, he has continued 
to maintain his interests in the proceed- 
ings and his prestige as an orator. He 
has made several speeches on current 
topics during the past session, and each 
time that he has taken the floor he has 
been given the closest attention by both 
senators and occupants of the galleries. 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, came to 
the front during the consideration of the 
Wilson-Gorman tariff bill on account of 
his knowledge of business details and 
his tact in dealing with men, and he has 
easily held his place as a party leader 
Since that time. He has been chairman 
of the democratic conterence since the 
incumbency of Senator Turple, and be- 
cause of tne tact that he has been chaur- 
inan of the national democratic commit- 
tee he has been regarded much of the 
time as the official head of the party in 
the senate and the country at large. 

The retirement of Vest and the two 
Joneses will make three vacancies on 
vacancies on many other important com- 
mittees. Senator Mason is chairman of 
the comtnitiee on postoffices and also a 
me'aber of the committee on commerce. 
Senator Pritchard gives up the chairman- 
ship of the committee on patents and 
aiso membership in a number of other 
the finance -committee and also cause 
important committees. Senator Kawlins’ 
retirement will cause a democratic va- 
cancy on the committee on foreign rela- 
tions and also in the committee on the 
Philippines.

Rock Island Is Central Figure 
In Railroad Merger 


Strong Evidences of a Combination of 
Rock Island, Santa Fe, ’Frisco, 
Southern and Central of 
Georgia Systems. 


New York, March 4.—(Special.)—The re- 
ations between the Rock Island and the 
Santa Fe systems are destined to become 
very close. W. H. Moore, D. G. Reid and 
W. B. Leeds are big holders of Atchison 
or Santa Fe stock. Mr. Reld said to a 
Wall street man before leaving for Eu- 
rope that he and one other man were the 
largest individual holders of Atchison 


etock. 

While no details are to be had, it may 
be said on good authority that the present 
management of the Atchison is likely to 
lose control unless terms are reached 
with those in control of the Rock Island 
wefore the next annual meeting. The be- 
lief in well-informed circles is that the 
control of the Atchison has been acquired 
by the Big Four, or Rock Island, which 
includes the Moore brothers, Mr. Reid 
and Mr. Leeds. 

The Rock Island system is said to be 
the central and dominating figure in the 
combination, which is to take in time the 
atchison, St. Louis and San Francisco, 
Yhe Southern railway and the Central of 
Georgia. This story, if it has foundation 
in fact, means a direct and close combi- 
nation of jnterests between the Moore 
following and the Morgan party. J. P. 
Morgan controls the Southern railway. 
.uae Centra] of Georgia !s under a control 
which is friendly to the Southern railway 
system. The Rock Island could not ob- 
tain either of these lines without Mr. 
Morgan's approval. 

It is not the intention, if the plans un- 
der consideration are carried out, to form 
an actual combination of the Rock Isl- 
and, the Atchison, the St. Louis and Sun 
rrancisco, the Southern railway and the 
Central of Georgia. There would be a 
nolding company, which would have con- 
trol of the stock of the several corpora- 
tions named and the stocks of the indi- 
vidual companies would continue to be 
iraded in as they are at the present 
time.

The engineer and 
fireman are still aliva, but physicians 
say cannot live through the night. The 
wreck was caused by an open switch.

Prohibition Gives Way to 
License in the Green 
Mountain State. 


White River Junction, Vermont, March 
4.—More Vermont cities and towns at 
their annual elections have voted in favor 
of selling intoxicating liquors than fav- 
ored the change from prohibition to high 
license in the general vote last month, 
while in those communities still opposed 
to the traffic the majorities have been 
as a rule decidedly reduced.

Education in the Philippines. 

More than ordinary interest will .at- 
tach to the first annual report of the 
secretary of public instruction to the 
Philippine commission. Considering 
the still unsettled condition of the 
Philippines and the experimental na- 
ture of the school system introduced 
by the Americans, the showing for 
the first year is a very satisfactory 
one. 

The original plan of the organiz- 
ers called for ten division schoo] su- 
perintendents, which number was 
later increased to fifteen. This force 
also proving inadequate, deputy su- 
perintendents in equal number were 
appointed, who served as teachers as 
well. Finally a law was passed last 
October which divided the whole 
archipelago into thirty-six school di- 
visions, corresponding quite well with 
the provinces. As this report only 
covers the year ending October 15, 
1902, it is not an adequate reflex of 
the present educational situation in 
the Philippines. 

It is stated that in all probability 
Filipino teachers will supersede Amer- 
icans for future work. At present the 
teaching force of Americans and Fili- 
pinos combined numbers 4,227. Of 
these -ver three-fourths are Filipinos. 
The intention is to increase this num- 
ber greatly during the current year, 
as many of the terms for which Amer- 
ican teachers were engaged will ex- 
pire during the present schoo] year. 
The salaries paid American teachers 
in the islands are munificent compared 
with corresponding salaries in the 
United States. The limit for primary 
teachers is $1,500, and for secondary 
teachers, $1,800. The enrollment of 
the primary schools numbers 200,000, 
and of the secondary schools 20,000 
pupils. The average attendance is 
given at 65 per cent. 

In contrast with the average Amer- 
ican teachers’ salary, the salaries paid 
to the Filipino teachers are wretched- 
ly small, $16 per month being consid- 
ered such a fortune by some of these 
that a substitute is hired for $4.50 and 
with the residue the proprietor of the 
substitute lives a life of luxury, as 
luxury is regarded in some parts of 
the Philippines. ‘Still,’ it is added, 
“all Filipinos are not so ignorant of 
the value of the dollar. They are be- 
ginning to be more ambitious and to 
awaken to the moral need of a teach- 
ing responsibility that returns such 
salaries as Americans receive.” 

The report suggests that a consid- 
erable number of Filipinos might 
with much profit be sent to America 
for a course of normal instruction. 
The young Filipinos need to learn how 
to work quite as much as how 
to teach, for manual labor is not class- 
ed with the respectabilities in the 
islands. This suggests that the educa- 
tion most needed in the Philippines is 
of the industrial kind.

ing the annual maintenance fund of. the 
Girls’ Industrial school at Montevallo 
from $15,000 to $25,000. 

The governor today signed a contract 
with B. C. Carter, of Washington, under 
which the latter is to prosecute the claim 
of Alabama for reimbursement of the pay 
of the regiments organized for the Span- 
ish war, covering the time from the first 
rendezvous to formal enlistment. The 
amount is estimated at about $30,000, and 
Mr. Carter is to have 20 per cent of all 
he receives.

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| TABLET IS PROVIDED 


FOR FOHN WESLEY 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 4.—(Special.)—The 
senate passed a joint resolution for plac- 
ing bronze tablets, commemorative of 
John Wesley’s first sermon in America, 
in the custom house at Savannah, The 
resolution was introduced by Senator 
Bacon, who in presenting it explained 
that John Wesley preached his first ser- 
mon in Savannah in 1736, in a building 
which had been erected by James Ogle- 
thorpe upon the site now occupied by the 
custom house, and the further fact that 
he preached eighteen months in another 
building also erected by Oglethorpe, upon 
the site now occupied by the federal 
court building. The secretary of the 
treasury has determined that without 
specific authorization by congress he can- 
not permit suitable tablets to be placed 
in the public buildings. As the facts to 
be commemorated are of great historic in- 
terest, Senator Bacon urged the passage 
of the resolution he introduced and the 
senate passed it unanimously. The reso- 
lution reads as follows: 

“Resolved, etc., That the secretary, of 
the treasury is hereby authorized to per- 
mit to be placed on the United States 
custom house at Savannah, Ga., a bronzo 
tablet commemorative of the fact that 
in a public bpullding then on said, site, 
which had been erected py Oglethorpe, 
John Wesley preached his first sermon in 
America, March 7, 1736. 

“The secretary of the treasury is fur- 
ther authorized to permit to be placed 
on the United States postoffice building, 
in Savannah, Ga., a bronze tablet com- 
memorative of the fact that in a public 
building then on said site, which had 
been erected by Oglethorpe, John Wesley 
preached periodically from May 9, 1786, to 
swovember 27, 1837. 

“The tablet shall ii@each instance be 
affixed to the building at such place and 
in such manner as the secretary of the 
treasury shall direct, and shall be of such 
size and shape and shall contain such in- 
scription ag shall be approved by him, 
the same to be done without any expense 
to the government.”’

Burrows laid his hand affectionately on 
the shoulder of the Utah senator and 
said in a playful manner: “Brother 
Kearns, I am afraid we will have to 
make an example of you Mormons, We 
Christians cannot stand for polygamy.”’

Kearns, promptly, “how you view the 
subject. The difference between the peo- 
ple of Utah and the people of Michigan 
is that we believe in polygamy but do not 
practice it, while you of Michigan do not 
believe in polygamy but practice it 
by wholesale.”

The sentiment tn favor of an exhibit is 
growing among the members of the legis- 
lature and the proposal to appropriate 
$50,000 for the purpose will find many 
Staunch supporters. Those who have 
closely studied the question express the 
opinion that there is no law, constitu- 
tional or otherwise, in the way of the 
generul assembly making such an appro- 
priation. The only prohibition upon ap- 
propriations in the state constitution is 
the section which prescribes that no do- 
nation, gift or gratuity shall be made to 
any person, association or corporation. 
An appropriation for an exhibit at the 
St. Louis exposition, it :s said, cannot 
be viewed in the light of a gift or gratul- 
ty to any one, since it is nothing more 
nor less than a plan to advertise the 
state for the purpose of attracting desir.- 
ble immigrants and foreign capital within 
its borders. Governor Candler took this 
view of the mayor in his last message, 
and urged that the appropriation be 
made. 


Pictures in the Capitol. 

The repainting of the interior of the 
capitol building has necessitated the re- 
moval from the walls of the magnificent 
portraits of famous Georgians which 
adorn the lobbies of the building, though 
they will be rehung when the work of 
painting is completed. 

The taking down of these pictures led 
to a suggestion to Governor Terrell yes- 
terday that some steps should be taken 
for the proper preservation of these per- 
traits, which are not only an ornament 
to the capitol, but which constitute val- 
uable property that is liable to go to de- 
cay unless the proper attention is given 
Lhaem., 

These portraits have been hanging in 
the halls of the capitol for years without 
being given any attention outside of hav- 
ing the aust brushed off them about once 
every decade. It is said that there is a 
small worm that attacks paintings, eat- 
ing holes through the canvas and in the 
course of time destroying them. Whether 
these moths or bugs or whatever they 
may be have attacked the pdvrtraits in 
the capitol is not known, but they are 
liable to destruction from this source just 
as are other paintings, and even more 
so than those which are Kept in art gal- 
leries and properly cared for. 

In his message to the legislature this 
summer Governor Terrell will recom- 
mend that a small appropriation be made 
for the purpose of having these paintings 
thoroughly examined by a competent per- 
son, and having them put in a condi- 
tion, if necessary, Where they can resist 
the attacks of any insects that might 
be inclined to chew on them. P 

The governor is anxious aiso of secur- 
ing a small additional appropriation for 
the purpose of completing the work on 
the capitol building. It will require about 
$5,000 to do this, but with that amount 
all the necessary work can be done, and 
the entire building will have the appear- 
ance of having just been completed. Many 
members of the legislature have seen the 
work that is being done and are highly 
gratified at the results. 


Insurance Companies Barred. 

All but five of the insurance companies 
which have been doing business in Geor- 
gia during the last year have complied 
with the law requiring them to file 
copies of their semi-annual statements 
with the governor within sixty days af- 
ter January 1. Some of them put the 
matter off until practically the last day, 
but with the five exceptions all of them 
managed to get their statements im the 
governor's office before the closing hour. 

The five companies which failed to file 
their statements are the Farmers’ Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Company, of Fort 
Gaines, Ga.; the Mercantile Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company, of Providence, R. 
I.; the Georgia Sick and Accident As- 
sociation, of Atlanta; the Georgia Relief 
Association, of Columbus, the Amer- 
ican Credit Indemnity Company, of New 
York. 

These companies are now, by law, de- 
barred from doing business in Georgia 
for an entire year. It may be that some 
of them have gone out of business and 
that others have merged into other com- 
panies, but no notice of this fact has 
been received at the executive office.

TAPP DELIVERS ADDRESS. 


Well-Known Attorney Speaks to a 
Large Meeting of 
Bricklayrs. 

Sidney CC. Tapp addressed tie brick- 
layers ot Atlanta Tuesday evening at 
Federation hall. The address was listet- 
ed to by a large number of union men 

and was in part as follows: 

“There are two fundamental principles 
that labor in this country must under- 
stand, viz., its wrongs and how to remedy 
thern. 

“Eirst, let labor study intelligently, 
conscientiously and fairly its wrongs and 
then study the methods to remedy the 
wrongs. These results can only 
complished by honest and faithful efforts. 

“If capital has the right to organize 
and combine, as it is doing in gigantic 
portions in this country, why has not 
labor the right to unite and combine? 

“The first law of nature is self-preser- 
vation. The greag@ combinations, of ne- 
cessity, is forcing labor to combine. It 
is the only alternative left to the wealth 
producers of the country. 

“Study your wrongs and the remedies. 
Be united and conservative in your et- 
forts, just in your demands and firm in 
your convictions, and you will command 
the respect and confidence of public 
epinion and public sentiment, and you 
will force the great combinations of cap- 
ital to recognize your rights. 

“As long 2s the great masses, the 
wealth producers, remain intelligent and 
are just in their demands and firm in 
their convictions the economical and so- 
cialogical conditions of the country will 
be safe. Our conditions will remain so 
that the boy who is reared in the cottage 
may have 2 chance in life’s race with 
the boy who is reared in the mansion. 

“Te is not prejudice that we want, but 
a fair deal in life’s race. 

“We have wrongs in 
that must be remedied. There is now 
knocking at the door of the common- 
wealth’s eonscience the issue of the child 
labor dill, which must be settled. ‘Shail 
convict labor be worked in the future in 
competition with free labor?’ is another 
issue that must be settled. And there 
are other issues that in due time must 
be fairly adjusted. 

“Tet organized labor and the great 
masses, who are the wealth producers, 
study these questions thoroughly, be con- 
servative in their actions, fair in their 
demands and firm fn their convictions, and 
we will adjust these questions so as to 
elevate labor and in justice to both labor 
and capital. 

“Study your wrongs and the methods to 
improve them—the remedy.”

Interesting Issue Involving Usury 
Decidei in Superior Court 
Yesterday. 

The case of Thomas L Bishop against 
F. M. O'Bryan, G. H. Tanner and the 
Georgia Loan, Savings and Banking 
Company, which has occupied the time 
of the syperior court durifg the entire 
week, and which has attracted: consid- 


erable attention on account of the pecu- | 


liar nature of the Htigation, resufted in 
the direction of a verdict on vyester- 
day. 

Thomas L. Bishop, through his at- 
torney, Burton Smith, filed a suit against 
the defendants, charging that Bishop 
was the owner and holder of certain liens 
against a tract of land in Fultor county 
owned by F. M. O'Bryan and that the 
property was about to be sold under a 
judgment in favor of the Gemrgia Loan, 
Savings and Banking Company, and also 
under a mortgage foreclosure in favor of 
Judge Tanner. 

Upon the trial of the case the court, 
upon motion of the defendants, dismissed 
the suit so far as 
L. Bishop was concerned on the greund 


that the liens sued upon by Bishop hed | 


become dormant prior to the date of 
the suit. Pending the litigation the land 
in dispute was sold by a receiver ap- 
pointed by the court, and the litigation 
proceeded against the fund arising from 
the sale. The court ruled that the dis- 
missal of the plaintiff did not terminate 
the case, which was allowed to proceed 
to determine the relative rights of the 
defendants to the fund in court. 

Defendant Tanner, who was repregent- 
ed by Messrs. Payne & Tye, then at- 
tacked tne judgment held by the Georgia 
Loan, Savings and Banking Company on 
the ground that the judgment was based 
on a loan deed made to secure a usurious 
loan, and charged that on this account 
the mortgage held by Tanner was entitled 
to the fund. 

The Georgia Ian, Savings and Bank- 
ing Company, which was represented by 
Messrs. Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, ob- 
jected to the amendmermt tendered by 
Defendant Tanner, and, after an jnter- 
esting argument- on both sides of the 
Case, the court ruled that the judgment 
held by the bank was conclusive as to 
the rights of all parties to the case and 
directed a verdict in favor of the Geor- 
gia Loan, Savings and Banking Com- 
pany, entitling them to the fund in court 
and adjudging the costs of the case 
against the plaintiff, Thomas L. Bishop, 
up to the date of the order dismissing 
his action, and adjudging subsequent 
costs against Defendant Tanner. The 
case will probably be taken to the su- 
preme court.

Special Fund Derived from Sale of 
Swamp Lands. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 4.—(Special.)— 
The state superintendent of public in- 
struction is greatly pleased of the pros- 
pect of the enactment into law of his pet 
measure—that is a bill providing for the 
lending by the state board of education 
of $200,000 to the counties for use In build- 
ing and improving public schools.

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TAKING ADVANTAGE OF LAW. 


North Carolina Distilleries Want In- 
corporation as Towns. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 4.—(Special.)— 
There aré now before the legislature 
about fifteen bills to incorporate whisky 
distilleries as ‘“‘towns."’ One of these 
places has only thirty people and anather 
has even fewer. The Watts bill, now a 
law, does not limit ‘the size of an incar- 
porated town in which whiskey may be 
made or sold, and distillers are trying to 
avail themselves of this defect in the law. 
Chairman Bailey, of the State Anti- 
Saloon League, calls upon the towns all 
over the state to vote liquor out. Under 
the Watts bill only the towns and cities 
can vote, the rural districts having no 
voice in the matter, and removal! of all 
distilleries and barrooms from outside in- 
corporated towns being required after 
July 1, next. It is evident that there will 
be the greatest crop of elections on the 
liquor question that North Carolina has 
ever known. There are people who claim 
that it will inject a new feature into 
politics, but the supporters of the Watts 
Jaw say there is nothing in this.

Woodward Makes Interesting 
Statement to Water Board, 


Barrett Presents Amendment to the 
Rules Which Define Duties of 
Superintendent and Both 
Papers Go to Ordinance 
Committee. 


About the most interesting meeting that 
the board of water commissioners hag held 
during recent years took place yesterday 
afternoon. 

It was an executive session and was 
caused by a card which was recently pub- 
lished by President George Hillyer, in 
which he declared that there was objec- 
tion to him as a city official because he 
watched after things in the department. 
In the same card he stated that the bonds 
given by Colonel Park Woodward, the 
superintendent, and Secretary W. R. 
Dimmock, were valueless. 

The executive session of yesterday af- 
ternoon resulted in very interesting 
speeches by several members of the board, 
which were followed by the reference to 
the ordinance committee of the body of 
a proposed amendment to the rules by 
Commissioner Charles A. Barrett and a 
reference to the same committee of a 
rather warm gtatement which was read 
by Superintendent Woodward. 

Directly after the executive session be- 
gan Colonel Woodward read his state- 
ment. He began by saying that he had 
asked for an executive session because he 
did not desire the newspapers to inform 
the people that trouble existed in the 
water works department. He made spe- 
cial mention of the police department, 
and said that the police department had 
been injured by the recent investigation 
into its affairs. 

Colonel Woodward’s Statement. 

He then read his statement to the 
board. It was a reply to the card of 
Judge Hillyer, and announced that at 


lthe time the bonds were made he was ill 


at his residence on West Peachtree street 
and was confined to his bed. The state- 
ment, it is said, also mentioned several 
occasions when President Hillyer is said 
to have attempted to interfere with the 
duties of the superintendent. In con- 
clusion, Colonel Woodward asked that 
the board take some action and decide 
whether he or President Hillyer should 
be the head of the executive head of the 
department. 

He suggested that if he was to receive 
instructions from Judge Hillyer or was 
to be responsible to Judge Hillyer during 
the interim between board sessions, that 
the board revise the rules so as to pro- 
vide for such an arrangement, 

Upon the conclusion of the readir.g, 
Judge Hillyer stated that he had writ- 
ten the card: because he had seen the an- 
nouncement in a newspaper to the effect 
that Commissioner Barrett would intro- 
duce an amendment declaring that the 
president of the board had exceeded his 
authority and declaring the superintend- 
ent to be the executive head of the de- 
partment.

Chicago, March 4.—-There was little of 
interest in trading on the board of trade 
today, and after a fair show of strength 
the grain markets closed easy, May wheat 
being off 1-4@3-8c, May corn down 1-8@ 
1-4c and oats 1-8c lower. Provisions were 
strong and the May product closed from 
21-2@ic to ldc higher. 

The wheat market was influenced large- 
ly by the action of corn and followed 
the price of that cereal throughout the 
Trading was dull and confined chief- 
to local traders. The opening was 
easier on lower cables and May was off 
l-Sc to 1-8@1l-4c at 77 1-4@77 3-8c to 77 3-8c. 
Later the market advanced in sympathy 
with the strength in corn and along with 
the better prices at New York, May sell- 
ing up to 775-8c, but the extreme inac-

Atlanta. March 4.—Cotoa -Liverpool fol- 
lowed the pessimistic course today ap- 
parently with greater confidence than 
has been observed heretofore and a sharp 
additional decline was established in 
both departments of the English market. 
Cables again referred signficantly to the 
comfortable position of spinners arising 
from the liberal replenishment of stocks 
in the yecent past, and the unsatisfactory 
prospect of a substantial trade demand 
for raw cotton in the near future. Of 
course, if spinners are fully supplied for 
the remainder of the season, there will 
be no necessity for them to pay prevail- 
ing high prices anxiously at this time, 
but the trade are not inclined to be- 
lieve that spinners are so freely provided 
and are rather disposed to think that any 
withdrawal of demand at present will 
prove to be only a temporary affair. 
However, persistent Hquidation of pre- 
vious purchases characterized the trad- 
ing today and shorts helped in a mod- 


erate way to establish a sharp decline. 
The free tendency of receipts, notwith- 
standing the impassible condition of 


country roads, served to encourage sell- 
ers, and the tone of prices grew easier 
with the progress of the session. With 
general liquidation, as at the preseat 
time. the market is naturally called upon 
to absorb a large quantity of offerings. 
While prices are inclined to be easier 
and may work lower until pressing offer- 
ings cease, it will not be prudent to take 
too much for granted, 4s nearly every 
shock is succeeded by a recoil.
